A closely-woven fabric, though not 
impermeable, will keep out most 
rain if you set it ata steep angle. Fit 
one shelter a few inches within 
another (dj. The rain that does 
come through wili rarely work its 
way through both layers. 

With any woven fabric avoid 


touching the inner surface during 
SHELTER rain or-you will draw water 
through.
